DETAILS: 

1. S/A Hitchins and TFA McCord asked Robert CAMPBELL if he 
had been contacted by Doyle SIMPSON in reference to a 
gun that may have been used in a recent murder(s) in 
Winona, Mississippi. 

2. CAMPBELL stated Doyle SIMPSON called hiE residence in 
St. Rose, Louisiana on the night of Wednesday August 
14, 1996 and left a message with his wife for him to 
call him back in Mississippi. CAMPBELL stated when he 

got home_later that— night h -e— called SI -M PSON back at a- 

number in Mississippi. During the telephone call, CAMPBELL 
stated SIMPSON told him that if he was contacted by the police 
about a gun to say that he had recently sold a gun to 

SIMPSON that he had bought off the street in Louisiana. 

CAMPBELL stated he told SIMPSON that if the gun he 
has was not involved in any murders he should go ahead and 
give the gun to the police and tell the truth. 

3. CAMPBELL stated he has recently talked to his nephew, Kittrick 
JONES, who told him that he was present when SIMPSON bought 
the purported gun in question from a black male known as 
"Ike" with a possible last name of "CURRY." CAMPBELL described 
"Ike" as being approximately 25 years of age and thinks he 
lives in a government housing project in Winona, Mississippi. 

4. CAMPBELL stated he has never sold any type of handgun to 

SIMPSON and is not going to go along with SIMPSON'S request 

to tell the police a lie about the origin of the gun in 

question. 
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
